B E it enacted by the Queen’s most Excellent Majesty, by and 
with the advice and consent of the Lords Spiritual and 
Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, as follows : 

5 1. Her Majesty may include in any commission of assize, and 

oyer and terminer, and gaol delivery, any judge of the High Court 
of Justice ; provided that no judge of the Chancery or Probate 
Divisions appointed before the first day of January one thousand 
eight hundred and seventy-five shall be so included without his 
10 own consent.
